A overnment Bill, alrcady 
yp by the Second Chamber 
( cr House) of Parliament, 
will end thelr legal subjection 
fo their husbands and grant 
them equally if and when the 
Upper House approves It, 

‘A woman Member of Parlia- 
meal deseribed the Bill as “the 
end of woman's slavery in 
Iotland .“ Miss N.C, Tendeloo, 
i Labour member, tald the 
Second Chamber that “there 
will no jongor be any question 
ot wives being subordinated to 
their husbands, there will no 
longer be a boss and an under- 
dog tie each marriage. 


Napoleonic Code 


Ever since 1838, Dutch 
merriet women have been 
bound by the Napoleonte Code 
which for most transactions 
placed them under their hus- 
band's: legal authority They 
were’ unable to take any legal 
netlan = without Ubelr husband's 
convent, they could not buy of 
sell. property without his per- 
mission, ner enter into, for 
oxample, hire-purchise  con- 
tacts if he did not agree, 

The Bi wots presegted to 
Porllanrent by Professor’ J Cc. 
vith Oven, 74-year-ald Mingster 
of Justice, who sald that he 
had been tghling to secure 
equal righta for women for the 
last 30° yeurs, 

“The new law means that 
Holland can inke a front seat 
with other counrics in this feld 
after too long ovcupythg a back 
reat he cold. 

If it becomes Jaw, it will 
nwke  fundamentai changes in 
ihe complicsted sections of the 
Napoiconte Code dealing with 
marriage. The most important 
of these deal with property 
which under the existing system 
can be dealt with In two warays: 
a jaint property setUement and 
a separate estate contract, 


Exclusive Rights 


The joint property settlement 
' by far the most usun? In 
Holland where over 90 per cent 
of ornarrisyes have such an 
srrangentent, I means that 
on marriage husband and wife 
share thelr resources and the 
man is given complete Tegal 
authority over the joint 
property. é 

His wife may not sell any 
propgrty — jointy helq without 
his pertnission although he docs 
not need her authority {to dis- 
pose of it if he wishes, 

Moreover, rhe may not buy 
wny property involving deeds or 
contracts, such o8 a hbuse, with- 
out hie consent, while the hus- 
band has the exclusive right to 
decide his family's place of 
residence, 

The hysband ts responsible 
for all  debts—which accounts 
for advertisements ip the news- 
papers stntlng: “Please deliver 
no goods to my wife, Mrs X, 
as I will net pay for them.” 

The separate Cstate systerrn ts 
usual among professional men 
who wish to keep their own and 
iheir wives’ esintes entirely 
scparate..

Chinese Film: 
Wins Court Action. 


A young Chinese movie actress, Chu Ying, won her claim against 
<7 the Hsin Wah Motion Picture Co., for back salary amounting to $14,100. 
Delivering his judgment inethe Supreme Court this morning, Mr 

Justice J. R. Gregg, dismissed the studio’s counterclaim for $30,000 
damages alleged to have been caused by Chu Ying’s absence from work. 
The Judge remarked that the defendants were expecting too much to 

ask the Court to believe on such flimsy evidence that the actress—who struck 
him as intelligent—woald cancol all that salary owing her and agree to work 
again for the same amount merely for the sake of publicity, as claimed by tho 


defence.
